The September 24th issue of this paper carried an Ad 


inserted by the Paterson Parchment Paper Company in which 


they listed certain contractual provisions under the heading of 


“ EXTRAS” . Also listed as “ Extras” were some provisions for 


which we have been negotiating but which have not yet been in­ 


corporated in a contract and have not become effective up to 


this time. These provisions are only standard at best, certainly 


not “Extras.” Our answers to these so-called “Extras” appear 


below in the order in which they were listed by the Company.

Six (Kiwi h o lid a y * — This is a standard contract provision in the 
Industry in this area. Paterson Parchment Palier Com pany has 
never |>aid more than straight time pay f«»r holiday W4»rk in addi­ 
tion to the holiday pay while many companies pay time and one- 
half and double time.

We can nol by any stretch of the imagination const! ue the above listed 


provisions as extras in the Paper Industry. 


Neither can we consider an offer of 5c per hour as showing proper con­ 


sideration for, or good faith with, their employees al a lime like (his. The pat­ 


tern of wage increases established in the Industry this year is more than 


double thai amount. Other paper companies in (he area who have renewed 


(heir contracts this year have given increases ranging from 10c to 16ic per 


hour. From July 15th, last year, lo July 15th, this year, (he Cost of Living 


Index shows an increase of 15.3 points. And yet (he Company has only offered 


a 5c per hour increase while many of their job rales are still under $1.00 


per hour.
